Township  Committee. 

Street  cars  and  gus  lamps  were  t lie  prin¬ 
cipal  topics  discussed  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Township  Committee  Wednesday 
night.  Mr.  Francis  3J.  Eppley,  president 
of  tho  Orange  Cross-to  n  Rail  rob*  I.  and 
Mr.  T.  E  Hayes  who  has  been  laboring 
hard  to  secure  street  railway  communica¬ 
tion  between  the  D.  L.  »V  W.  R.  K.  station 
and  the  neighborhood  of  Upper  broad 
street,  were  present  at  the  meeting.  Pres¬ 
ident  Eppley  presented  an  application  for 
franchise  giving  the  company  authority 
*0  lay  its  tracks  on  Bloomfield  ftieets. 
The  application  was  accompanied  by  a 
large  bundle  of  papers  representing  the 
consents  of  the  property  ownei*  along  the 
proposed  line  or  road.  These  had  been 
aecuied  by  Mr.  Hayes.  When  questioned 
as  to  the  str.  ets  the  company  proposed  to 
follow,  Mr.  Eppley  said  that  the  Original 
r*AUte  was  by  way  of  Prospect  street  and 
Glenwood  avenue.  They  had.sineefchought 
that  to  follow  Urunge  street  to  Franklin 
thence  to  Broad,  would  perhaps  be  more 
accommodating.  This  route  no  t  with  con¬ 
siderable  opposition,  A  proposition  lias 
been  made  to  the  E-sex  Passenger  Rail¬ 
way  Co.,  witli  a  view  to  securing  right  of 
way  over  theii  tracks  from  Grange  street 
,  the  Centre.  No  reply  has  been  received 
from  the  latter  company,  ami  the  indica¬ 
tions  at  present  are  that  the  Prospect 
street  and  Glenwood  avenue  would  be  the 
_  used,  although  the  absence  of  gas 
lamps  on  these  streets  was  a  very  objec¬ 
tionable  feature. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  prospect  of 
the  road  Mr.  Eppley  said  it  would  be  at 
the  very  least  calculation  five  years  before 
the  money  invested  would  yield  any  re¬ 
turn,  and  even  this  would  i  ecessitate  the 
ruuidng  of  the  cars  every  day  In  the  year- 
arid  the  grunt  lug  of  a  free  franc  his*.  The 
company  insisted  upon  these  two  points  in 
their  application  for  the  fAmchise.  As  to 
the  conditions  with  whylli  the  company 
would  be  expected  to  comply,  the  statute 
law  of  the  State  and  the  conditions  Im¬ 
posed  by  the  municipal  authorities,  would 
be  considered  as  binding  on  the  company. 
Mr.  Eppley  desired  to  be  frank  and  to  be

rightly  understood  in  all  his  dealings  with 


the  committee,  and  had  no  desire  t*>  make 
equivocal  statements.  Mr  Eppley' 8  at 
leuLion  was  . Tilled  to  a  statement  in  doe  r 
tnents  signed  by  the  persons  giitng  con¬ 
sent  w  herein  a  reference  w;i*  made  to  the 
construction  of  the  road  in  part.  This 
(•ail  been  interpreted  by  emue  to  Dili  mat** 
i tmt  the  road  would  be  constructed  only 
tii rough  the  he-t  paying  portion  of  the 
town  and  the  balance  con  pleted  at  tin 
company's  p'easure.  Mr  Eppley  here,  reit 
erate*  1  that  the  company  had  no  intention 
of  playing  any  (beiges  ou  llie  Bloonifieh 
people.  His  individual  reputation  for  in- 
tegiity  was  at  stake  in  ail  the  delibera¬ 
tions  of  t '  **  i-o  puny. 

In  regard  to  running  cars  on  Sunday,  he 
said  that  lie  was  a  firm  believer  in  tho 
sacnelness  of  the  Sabbath  and  believed  in 
its  just  and  proper  observance.  How  ever 
he  did  not  -e«  any  moral  danger  in  rui 
ning  horse-ears  on  Sunday.  Tue  same  ar 
gu merits  that  are  now  used  In  Bloomfield 
were  used  in  Orange  against  Sunday  horse- 
cars,  but  experience  hail  demonstrated 
them  to  be  utterly  groundless.  Church 
goers  constituted  a  larg*  portion  of  the 
Sunday  traffic,  and  this  same  class  had 
found  the  Sunday  cars  a  very  convenient 
means  of  enabling  them  to  get  to  church. 
Wherever  the  system  of  running  cars  on 
Sunday  had  been  adopted,  public  opinion 
had  always  been  in  favor  of  retaining  it. 
As  to  the  time  of  completion  it  was  stated 
that  Die  company  would  like  to  have  the 
franchise  granted  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  make 
their  contracts  for  the  material  necessary 
in  construction.  They  desire*!  to  get  right 
to  work  as  soon  as  the  weather  permitted 
in  the  sprin '.  At  the  conclusion  of  Mr. 
Eppley ’s  remarks  the  documents  were  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  examina¬ 
tion.

The  "  Young  People”  of  the  First 
Church,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  pjac- 
a  before  the  music  loving  people  of 
Bloomfield  an  entertainment  of  such  merit 
as  was  given  last  Monday  evening  by  Mr. 
Frank  Sealy,  organist  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  Newark,  and  the  Courtney  Ladies’ 
Quartette  of  New  York,  before  a  large 
audience  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church. 

This  was  the  first  appearance  of  the 
Quartette  before  a  Bloomfield  audience, 
and  we  sincerely  hope  that  ere  long  we 
may  have  the  pleasure  Of  listening  to 
them  again 

T  e  concert  opened  with  an  organ 
Fantasia  "  by  Mr.  Sealy  tire  rendition  of 
which  demonstrated  plainly  his  ability  as 
a  performer  and  assured  for  the  test  of 
his  part  of  Die  programme,  a  heaity  re- 
ption.  Mr.  Sealy ’s  playing  is  marked 
by  delicacy  of  touch  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  combination  of  the  stops  thus  bring¬ 
ing  out  the  full  power  of  ti  e  instrument. 
The  appearance  of  the  Quartette  was  the 
ignal  for  well  deserved  applause,  and 
aside  from  any  personal  appearances, 
their  first  selection,  "  The  Peasants  Wed¬ 
ding  March  "showed  careful  training  and 
practice.  Like  all  pieces  of  this  charac¬ 
ter  it  was  a  difficult  one,  but  unaccom¬ 
panied  by  any  instrument,  the  quartette 
rendered  it  with  spirit  ami  good  effect. 
Unfortunately,  their  efforts  failed  to  rouse 
well  deserved  encore.  ^In  fact,  an  audi- 
nce  of  this  class  whose  knowledge  of 
music  leads  them  to  judge  carefully,  were 
almost  too  sparing  in  their  applause,  but 
v  laxity  in  this  respect  was  more  than 
made  up  in  the  reception  qf  the  rest  of  the 
programme^  Mrs.  A.  (.’.  Taylor,  the  sec¬ 
ond  ajlto,  next  followed  with  a  song  which 
roved  her  at  once  a  finished  musician 
and  possessed  of  a  voice  of  almost  une¬ 
qualled  power  and  compass. 

The  quartette  is  undoubtedly  heard  to 
>est  advantage  together,  but  unlike  any 
tlier  ladies  quartette  we  have  ever  henrd 
are  all  solo  singers  of  merit,  with  well 
trained  voices,  and  renditions  marked 
witli  ease  ami  power.  An  opportunity  was 
iven  on  the  programme  for  each  one  to 
be  heard,  and  it  is  impossible  to  give  hii 
extended  criticism.  In  the  "Nuisery 
Rbj  mes  Legends  ’  (undoubtedly  the  fin¬ 
est  selection)  and  "Sleep  Gentle  Lady" 
the  quartette  was  at  its  best,  the  voices 
lending  harmoniously  and  the  piano  pas¬ 
sages  showing  especially  admirable  con¬ 
trol  of  the  voice.  Miss  Judkins  first  so¬ 
prano  was  next  heard  in  a  song  composed 
by  Mrs.  Courtney  which  was  well  given. 
She  possesses  a  voice  of  unusually  high 
agister,  hut  as  is  often  the  case  with  such 
oices.  Tacked  richness,  and  for  that  rea¬ 
son  we  regret  we  could  not  have  heard 
her  in  another  selection.  Miss  Lincoln, 
ie  first  alto  was  heard  in  a  song  "  Mar¬ 
garita  "  which  showed  her  to  be  the  pos¬ 
sessor  of  a  contralto  voice  of  great  rich¬ 
ness  anti  power,  and  her  rendering  of  t he 
selection  elicited  hearty  and  meiited  ap¬ 
plause,  to  which  she  responded.  Miss 
Haring,  the  second  soprano,  rendered 
Moira  “Best  of  AH  "  in  admirable  man¬ 
ner,  her  voice  showing  cultivation,  rich¬ 
ness  and  power;  a  hearty  reception  was 
given  her  and  an  encore  demanded. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  concert  was  one 
of  the  best  that  lias  ever  been  given  in 
Bloomfield.  This  is  the  initiatory  effort 
of  the  new  entertuinmi  ut  comuiittio  of 
the  Young  People’s  Society  and  if  it  is  to 
lie  taken  ns  a  criterion  of  the  remainder 
or  their  winter’s  work,  it  certainly  prom¬ 
ises  a  very  enjoyable  season  C.
